Daniel Webster on j 
'•Sin:— I say that it is omploymciit Unit 


makes tho people happy. Sir, this great truth 
mii^lit iieror to liu forgotten; H ought to lie 
pliu'ud upon tho title page of every book on 
political economy inUMnlecl for America, and 
lueli countries us America. It ought to head 
tho columns of every fanner's magazine and 
mechanic's magazine. It should ho proclaim- 
oil everywhere, notwithstanding what we hear 
oft ho usefulness, and I admit the high useful- 
ness, of cheap food— notwithstanding that the 
great truth should ho proclaimed uverywhoro, 
ihould he made into a provurh, if it could, that 
whore there was work for tho hands of men, 
there will bo work for their teeth. Where 
there is employment there will bo bread; and 
in a country like our own, above all other.-!, 
will this truth hold good; in a country like 
ours, where, with a great deal of spirit and 
activity among the masses, if they can find em- 
ployment, there is always great willingness for 
labor. If tticy can obtain fair compensation 
for their laboY, they will have good houses, 
good clothing, good food, and tlio means of 
educating their children from their labor, tliat 
labor will bo cheerful, and they will bo a con- 
tented and happy people/' 


This extract from one of Mr. Webster's 


speeches is peculiarly apropos to the pro- 
gent lime of need nnd suffering. We should 
give the industrious pour employment if 
possible, and then whilst wo supply their 
physical necessities, we will afford them the 
only legitimate means of obtaining real 
happiness. 
The motto of the poor German 


clubs in the streets of New York, "Give us 
work," although revolutionary in its present 
application, should startle us from our in- 
nctivity and induce us to work, and thus 
create employment for others. 


How well it would be if those who are pro- 


fessiiig to follow llcnry Clay and Daniel Web- 
ster, in a question which has arisen sinco tho 
death of these great men, would adopt tho po- 
liyy to which they endeavored to hold tho 
country, on questions that were agitated in 
their lives, and that have survived them, and 
that ar« still full of tho highest interest for the 
whole country. We all know what the views 
of these men were upon the currency, upon re< 
venue, and upon protection. A great many 
men who opposed them all their lives, profess a 
high reverence for their diameter and deep 
faith in their principles, now that they are 
dead. "What a capital idea, it would be, if 
they would only adopt their policy. 


How this country would rise from tho de- 


pression under which it is laboring, if we had 
a currency of equal value in every part of it, 
abundant for the purposes of trade, yet con- 
trolled bjr a wise conservatism, not let out 
with reckless liberality, and recalled without 
regard to the wants or condition of tho people, 
but steadily held in due proportion to the pub- 
lie necessity, if we had a revenue system that 
gave iis our own markets for onr own products, 
that enabled us to consume our breadstuff;: on 
ilii, 
1 soil whcro they wore raised, that developed 


our own vast mineral resources, and that made 
us as independent commercially as wo arc poli- 
tically. ]low tho arm of labor would bo rais- 
ed, jind'how the heart of labor would be glad- 
dened by such a policy.

TUB ARNOLD 11U RIAL GROUND. 


AVe publish the following lengthy nnd 


valuable communication or remonstrance 
from our fellow citizen, Dr. King, not only 
by request but because we consider It a doc- 
ument which eminently deserves to be 
placed before the public, 


Mr. Mayor and Gentlemen of the City 


Council,: 


I trust, that you will excuse the liberty, 


which I take in addressing you on the sub- 
ject ol* the Petition, presented at your last 
meeting, Oct. 27. 1*57, for the removal of the 
Arnold Burial Ground, to another place to lift 
called the "City Antiquarian Lot." 
I address 


you on this topic purely from a sense of duty. 
I am personally interested in the subject only 
so far as every citizen shor.ld be interested in 
a measure, affecting the character and honor 
of tho City. The Petitioner, I know to be a 
good citizen, and a sonorous man. But I be- 
lieve his generosity on this occasion to be 
misdirected and ill judged. 


The Petitioner implies that he would not 


have undertaken the enterprise unless the 
project had been encouraged by several offi- 
cers of the City Government, by the Secreta- 
ry of the State and by all the persons imme- 
diately interested in the family of Gov. Arn- 
old. 
I am persuaded, that the Petitioner and 


his advisers have not fully weighed all the cir- 
cumstances of the case. To effect the meas- 
ure, 1st. he presents the City with four lots in 
the Willow Cemetrv. 2d. .he guarantees to 
remove every body in the yard, iu the most 
delicate and careful manner to the above 
l-.:u. 3d. To bury them in the same order in 
which they were "originally placed. 4th. To 
have the atones put in perfect order, recutting 
where it Is necessary, oth. To enclose the 
lots with handsome posts, and to inscribe up- 
on a suitable stone, to be placed in the same 
"The City Antiquarian Lot." 


Now gentlemen let us examine his proposi- 


tions in succession. 1st. As regards the re- 
ception of the Deeds of the four lots in the 
Willow Cemetry, without 
conditions at- 


tached, there could be no objection, because 
the City, as the Petitioner says, "would then 
have a lot in which they can inter the remains 
of any person, which they may deem proper 
there'to deposit." But the Petitiorer gives 
these four lots, on condition that the City 
shall authorize him to take possession, as his 
own of the three rods square, or, two thous- 
and tour hundred and twenty five feet.— 
(2.425ft) laid out by Gov. Arnold for his fami- 
ly burial ground. He asks plainly for a piece 
of land, which does not belong to the City, 
and which the Citv has no right to transfer as 
property. It is admitted that this particular 
three rods square of land, belonged to Gov. 
Arnold cne hundred and eighty years ago, 
that he laid it out expressly for a family bur- 
ial ground, that he selected the precise spot 
in wi.icb he should be buried within this 
ground, that he solemnly prohibited in hi* 
will the selling QT otherwise disposing of said 
three rods square of ground,or any part there- 
of, that he ordered it to be wholly reserved as 
liis family bin ial ground, that he ordered and 
appointed a free egress to and from this buri- 
al ground, through the adjoining land, with- 
out any molestation from any person who 
should succeed him in the possession or own- 
ership of the land about it. Let me quote the 
items of his will which relate t o this family 
burial ground.- 


" IMPRIMIS. And in ye first place 1 having full assurance

Now what can be mere clear an precise 


than Gov. Arnold's directions with regard to 
his family burial lot. 
It is plain that he in- 


tended that his body should remain on that 
spot mingled with kindred dust forever. It is 
plain, that he intended that, that precise rhree 
rods square of land should not ho converted to 
any other use, 
If not, why did he prohibit 


the sale of that land or any part forever ?— 
Why did he reserve forever, a free egress and 
regress without molestation to and from it 
through the adjoining land, of which he died 
possessed? By this will his heirs have no 
right to convert this precise piece of land to 
f.ny other use. When therefore the petitioner 
asks the city to authorise its conversion to some 
other use, he asks what cannot in right and 
justice he granted. Will any man deny to the 
lawful owner of a piece of land, the right to re- 
serve by will, a portion for his own, or his 
family's burial, when that burial does not con- 
flict, with public: health and safety ? Will any 
m^n deny to Gov. Arnold the right of laying 
out a private burial ground and to protect it 
from sale or transfer, by a legal instrument 
called a will ? Where then does the city get 
its right to transfer or to dispose of it? The 
city is incorporated with certain powers. 
Has 


it this power to set aside a will, a legal instru- 
ment, so as to take property set apart under 
that will for a certain purpose, and to devote 
it to another, and an entirely different pur- 
pose. 


It is not necessary, gentlemen, to proceed 


farther in the review of the petition, as I think 
that the whole question must be decided on 
the grounds already advanced. It will, how- 
ever, direct your attention to the remaining 
propositions, The petitioner guarantees to 
remove every body in the yard and to bury 
them in the same order in which they were 
originally placed. This is impracticable. No 
human powers are equal to it, The want of 
distinctive marks to the graves of the groater 
portion of individuals buried there, renders it 
impossible to remove every body there deposi- 
ted. Time and neglect have destroyed the 
grave stones, and removed the mounds, which 
formerly distinguished the graves. A very 
few monuments remain. Some few of these 
can be removed perhaps in a satisfactory man- 
ner. But the bodies of most individuals there, 
have mingled through lapse of time with the 
soil. How is it possible to discriminate every 
body there buried? How is it possible to re- 
move every body in a careful and delicate 
manner? There is no science which can ena- 
ble one to discriminate the component parts 
of each individual. The whole soil has now 
become one indivisible family sepulchre. 
The 


petitioner cannot accomplish his object with- 
out the removal of the whole soil, Such a 
removal would disturb the order, in which they 
were originally placed. 


Tlic family burial ground remains, and the 


right of egress and regress. The spot is con- 
secrated by the dust of Benedict Arnold and of 
liis family and kindred. It has reiyaincd thus 
sacred for many generations. Why should it 
b(Mlisturbcd?Tu preserve the graves. Let good 
reeling prompt the city, in the absence of the 
heirs, to preserve the graves in the locality in 
which they now exist. The city can do as 
much for Die preservation of the graves on 
the present spot anil at a more moderate ex- 
pense than on any other. 


I might here point to the hign cnaractcr of 


Gov.J Arnold, as a motive to this course of

proceeding liy the Citv Government. IJobc- 
came A freeman of Newport iu 1U01 and was 
then added to the Hut of original purchasers. 
Ho was (ot several years President ol the Col- 
ony under the first charter. He was designat- 
ed its first Governor under the charter of Chas. 
11. That charter was drawn up by our ances- 
tors, It was the result of their-common de- 
liberations. No one can doubt, but that Bene- 
dict Arnold had his full share in its composi- 
tion. Had not John Clarke succeeded in ob- 
taining its grant by the King in 1063, the 
Legislature had resolved to send Benedict Ar- 
nold and othcis to the Court of England to 
secure by charter from the restored King.their 
rights and privilegis. He was a public bene- 
factor in his day. At his death in 1677 lie 
left a certain tract of land to be disposed of to- 
wards erecting and maintaining n free school 
in Newport and for the relief of the poor peo- 
ple of the town. The whole sum wa« to be 
placed in the hands of the Council of the 
town and their successors forever, Let the 
gratitude of tho town be .shown, in a strict re- 
gard to his will and in acqniespnce to his 
right to repose in the grave, selected by him- 
self one hundred and seventy-nine years ago. 
I might go on and name o'thcrs who He in 
that ground, and whose character during life 
vindicates their right to repose, as "Edward 
Pelham connected 
with a noble family in 


England, and John Bannister, an original 
character and one of the first merchants in his 
day. 


The formation of a 
city a ntiqnarian 


square seems to be one argument 
advanced 


in favor of the petition. 


A city antiquarian sq-are is a sort.of mod- 


ern pro'duction composed of ancient materials, 
I believe that there exists no such square be- 
yond the bounds of New England. T have 
seen one in the city of New Haven. Such a 
square composed of ancient grave stones re- 
moved from thoir original localities can im- 
port but little interest to the mau of antiqua- 
rian taste ami true feeling. A true love of an- 
tiquity, which I believe is allied to some of the 
highest principles of our nature, would lead 
one not to disturb these landmarks of u past 
age, but to repair and 
maintain them 


on their 
original spots, to 
which alone 


are attached most sacred 
associations.— 


L.et families such as Arnolds remain where 
they are. Let the old and honored Governor 
remain in the grave which he himself select- 
ed. Let the piety of the city be shown in re- 
setting and recutting his monument and per- 
petuating the knowledge of that spot in the re- 
membrance of men. Let all the tombs of onr 
old Governors bp repaired by the city. Let 
them remain where they are. And if the city 
or individuals choose to go further in honor of 
the dead, let new monuments to their mem- 
ory be erected in OUT public grounds. Such a 
jourse would be commendable in individuals. 
Such a course would be commendable in the 
city. Because it is in accordance with the best 
natural feelings of mankind. It accomplishes 
all that can be desired without offending good 
taste and infringing upon the true proprieties 
of life,without trespassing upon the rights of 
the dead, and violating the sense of justice 
among men. 


Gentlemen, in presenting these views. I am 


actuated by no personal motives. It so hap- 
pens that tnose who have moved in this mat- 
ter and are desirous to accomplish the project 
are my friends. 
From this circumstance 


and various others, it is with groat reluctance, 
that 1 address you on the present occasion. 
But deeming the character and honor of the 
city to be involved in the decision of the case. 
I could not do otherwise than offer to your 
consideration what I think to be the true 
grounds of a just and wise decision.
